It oftentim es happens th a t people 
who produce th eir own m eat have 
trouble in saving it, or in keeping 
it from becom ing rancid. 
Chaa. Mer- 
ka of the Sm etana com m unity and 
Roger Q. A stin, proprietor of the 
Dawn H aven Farm s, know how to 
cure m oat so it will keep sw eet the 
year round. 
H enry K urten, of the 
K urten neighborhood claim s th a t he 
has the world beat when it comes to 
saving m eat any tim e of tho year. 
C. E. Gapen in Successful Farm ing, 
Decem ber, o ffers the follow ing as an 
excellent way of curing m eat: “ Fur 
IOO pounds of m eat use from eight 
to ten pounds of Bait. two and one 
half pounds of m olasses or syrup, 
two ounces of salt peter, tw o ounces 
of red pepper and two ounces of 
black pepper. 
The other ingredients 
should be thoroughly mixed before 
pu tting in the syrup or 
molasses. 
Then add the sw eetening and mix the 
whole mass thoroughly. 
This cure is 
rubbed vigorously over tho cut su r­ 
faces of all the pieces which are then 
packed aw ay in a barrel th a t will 
hold the liquid. 
This liquid, which 
collects soon a fte r the m eat has been 
{jacked in the barrel, helps in the 
curing process. 
The heaviest pieces 
should be put in th e bottom . 
In five 
or six days experience has shown it 
is a good idea to break up the pile 
and repack the m eat . . . In contrast 
to the salt, syrup or molasses ab­ 
sorbs m oisture and counteracts the 
alty taste. 
Sugar produces the sam e 
results. . . . M eat should cool from 
24 to 36 hours before it is put in 
the cu re.”

COTTON MARKET 


GOV. NEFF FOR CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION FOR COMMONWEALTH 


In a Great Speech at Brenham Today He Devote* 
the Greater Part of It Advocating a G~eat Con­ 
stitutional Convention— Declared for Construc­ 
tive Legislation and Law Enforcement. 


(Special to the Bryan Eagle) 
BRENHAM, Nov. 28.— Governor Neff addressed a large 
audience of citizens of Washington county here todav. 
Hon 
Buck Searcy presided and introduced the sneaker. 
This was 
the first of ten addresses the Governor will make before the 
organization of the Thirty-eighth Legislature, and stressed the 
need of a new’ constitution and the calling of a convention for 
the purpose of drafting one by the incoming legislature. He 
paid a glowing tribute to the 56 heroes of Texas w’ho assembled 
in Old Washington, on the Brazos, in 1836 and drafted the first 
constitution, saying that the constitution they formulated the 
verdict of history pronounces a model of its kind. 
This w’as in 
the days of the republic and it was the first written document 
knowm to civilization to abolish imprisonment for debt. create a 
homestead law, recognize a woman as a legal entity with 
equal property rights with man. 
Passing on. he reviewed the 
constitution adopted in 1845 at the time that Texas ceased 
to be a republic and the twenty-eighth star glorified the folds 
of the American flag. 
Three other constitutions came in the 
fullness of time, the third being adopted in 1866, which was 
succeeded by another in 1869. 
Then came the constitution of 
1876, which as drafted by John H. Reagan and 79 of the repre­ 
sentative citizens of the State. 
This was nearly 50 years ago, 
when only 175,000 boys and girls attended the schools of Texas, 
while today 1,300,000 answer roll call. 
He declared that 
Texans need a new constitution in order to perfect the educa­ 
tional system, to assist in the building of good roads, in the 
conservation of natural resources, in the handling of public 
utilities, in the building of factories, in working out the prob­ 
lems of transportation and declared with emphasis that the 
State in the matters of education and jurisprudence is hobbled 
and hamstrung by the limitations, inhibitions and prohibitions 
of a constitution written by sound statesmen who could not 
have dreamed of this mighty, complex, complicated civilization 
of ours. 
“I am for a constitutional convention in Texas, to 
write in the light and learning of this generation a new’ consti­ 
tution for Texas,” said Governor Neff. 
‘‘If it is good when 
w’ritten, the people will go to the polls and adopt it; if it is 
bad, the people will go to the polls and reject it.” 
Speaking 
of the constitution adopted in 1876. the speaker said: “Texas 
then had a population of only 800,000 inhabitants. 
Now wre 
have 5,000,000. 
All west Texas, now rapidly becoming the 
center of wealth and population was so sparsely settled at 
that time that not even one delegate from that vast territory 
was sent to the convention that w’rote the constitution under 
which West Texas now lives. 
At that time there was not a 
town in the state with a population exceeding 15,000. 
Now 
we have cities with more than 200,000 inhabitants. 
At that 
time there was not an oil well in Texas. 
Now wre are produc­ 
ing and have been for some time, 10,000.000 barrels of oil a 
, month, most of it going out of the state without paying proper 
tribute to the government on account of the technical provis­ 
ions of our present constitution.” 
There is one survivor of the 
i 80 Texans who made the constitution of 1876, and the Gov­ 
ernor paid this graceful compliment to this connection link 
of the old and new Texas, “As the lone representative of 
that memorable gathering somew’hat as a connecting link be­ 
tween that glorious past and still more glorious future, W. P. 
McLean of Fort Worth, crowned with more than four-score 
(years of service nobly w’rought for Texas.” 
Governor N eff 
'opened his speech with the following Biblical quotation: “No 
man seweth a piece of new’ cloth into an old garment.’ — Matt­ 
hew 9:16.

been working on the problem and

Democratic 
State 
Committee 
gave it unanimous endorsement. 
It 
is the greatest piece of constructive 
work in Texas for the past forty 
years.”
